Y oster (I. are with Lutheran Social 5 erv,ces 

We need a few good men, women and families to provide foster care to children who 
have been abused and neglected. Lutheran Social Services is a non-profit human 
services agency similar to Catholic Social Services. One of the similarities is that both 
agencies provide adoption services and counseling. One of the differences it that LSS 
provides foster care, whereas CSS does not. LSS provides Treatment and Specialized 
foster care for children referred to LSS from various agencies, including the 
Department of Social Services, the Bureau of Indian Affairs, various Indian tribal 
agencies and occasionally from the Department of Corrections. Our coverage area for 
foster families is generally within an hour of Rapid City, so that we can respond to 
crisis situations in person if needed. One of the differences between foster care 
provided by DSS and LSS is that DSS provides basic foster care only, whereas LSS 
provides Treatment Foster Care and Specialized Foster Care. 

Basic Foster Care is intended for children who have been adjudicated into the child 
welfare system as having been abused or neglected and who do not present 
significant behavioral or psycho-emotional problems. Most will eventually return to 
live with their birth parents or other family members. Treatment (TX) Foster Care is 
intended for adjudicated children who do have significant behavioral or psycho- 
emotional problems. TX foster care is intended to either prevent children or youth 
from being placed in group homes or residential treatment centers, or, to help 
children or youth coming out of residential or group home placements to stabilize in a 
family setting. Generally, once a youth has stabilized, the foster family has the option 
of adopting the child or taking legal guardianship of the child. Or, the child will 
move onto a more permanent family placement. With older teens, they may be 
moving more toward independent living after Treatment Foster Care rather than 
staying in a family. TX foster care offers a higher family maintenance payment than 
does basic foster care, but usually requires more intensive work by the foster parents, 
by LSS and by other providers of services to the youth. 

Specialized foster care is for children or youth who have challenges such as 
medical/health concerns, developmental delays, physical disabilities or multiple 
special needs. The job of the Specialized foster parents and LSS is to ensure the 
children's special needs are being met. Parent is also to stabilize the child. 
Specialized foster children may eventually be reintegrated with family members, 
placed for adoption or guardianship, or once stabilized, be placed in a more 
permanent family or other setting. 

One of the benefits of foster parenting with LSS is that the agency and LSS social 
worker can encourage spiritual and religious development if the child is willing, 
unlike a secular agency such as DSS, which has government restrictions on this. 
However, you are not required to be a Lutheran in order to become a foster parent 
with LSS. We have foster parents belonging to various religious denominations, some 
who are non-denominational and some who are non-religious. 

Please consider becoming licensed as a Treatment or Specialized Foster Parent with 
Lutheran Social Services. There are many children in our area who are badly in need 
of a good, stable home to live in, learn and grow. For more information about 
becoming licensed as a foster parent with LSS please call Jerry Meyer or Terry 
Tompkins at 348-0477.

Nicole and Shane are also enrolled members of 
the Lower Brule Sioux Tribe.
